for 6 days from 18th to 22nd January 1982. Again in Fe 
bruary 1982 , on 4th , 5th , 17th and 18th all the employees 
were laid off. Due to acute shortage of raw materials 
and uncertain demand of the product manufactured , the 
company was compelled to close down the working of the 
3rd shift and ; on 22-3-1982 , 8 junior weavers were retren 
ched ; on March 26th , all the twisters were laid off and again 
on 29th and 30th March 1982 all the weavers, bobbin fillers , 
jobbers and helpers were laid off . Out of 8 retrenched workers , 
two have accepted the payment of their dues but the other 6 , 
which are covered under this order of reference , did not 
accept their payment, which was tendered to them at the 
time of retrenchment and even the money orders sent were 
returned unaccepted . The workers of the mill went on strike 
from 12-4-1982 demanding that the retrenched employees be 
taken back . Due to the intervention of the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner, the strike ended on 26-4-1982 and a settle 
ment was arrived at to postpone the effect of retrenchment 
and consider the workers as laid off. in accordance with 
section 25 ( c ) of the I. D , A., w . e . f. 22-3-1982 . At the time 
of this settlement it was expected that the Bombay Textile 
strike would end soon and normalcy would be restored with 
availability of raw material and sale of production . However , 
there was no improvement in the situation and the company 
was compelled to effect retrenchment of employees from 
13-5-1982 , by tendering their legal dues. On this issue again , 
all the workers of the mill went on strike from 8-6-1982 after 
receiving their wages of May 1982 on 7-6-1982 ; fresh inter 
vention of the Labour Commissioner ended in failure. The 
Government then referred this matter to this Tribunal and 
on 18-9-1982 prohibited the continuance of the strike by the 
workers. Notices were issued by the company asking the 
workmen to resume duties, but the workers did not resume. 
At present ; except a few , the workers continue the illegal 
strike. By this prolonged strike, the Mill has incurred heavy 
losses and is on the verge of closure . It is submitted that the 
retrenchment of the six workers . was inevitable, legal and 
justified . 

3. The employer also led the evidence of the Director of 
the Mill , who, in his statement in open court , has confirmed 
the facts mentioned in the written statement and also pro 
duced the receipts of the Money Orders issued to the six 
workers and the calculations of their retrenchment compen 
sation .
